4. Genera L Toueignant then presented his initial impressions of 
the situation to Eaboffs. He accom ?anied| the 6oR Ministers on 
their 18 August trip to cyangugu, and said that he had been 
impressed vith the reception they recsived. They had experienced 
a warm welcome upon arriving in the ci:y, tb< ir talks were listened 
to attentively, and the crowd responded f a rorably to the answers 
the Ministers provided to questions powd by these in the audience. 
The general noted that he believed the crowd was composed primarily 
by those originally from Cyangugu rather than by outsiders, and 
that hardliners, seen to haye avoided ;he evmt. 

5, He belteves that OHAMirR can do a credible job of providing 
eecurity ir the southwest, \ and he wants thi French out. He said 
that he would prefer a French exit on the 2i»t eyan if the GoR had 
agreed to ta extension injthe timetade of their departure. He 
reported thit the French battalion coiaander in Cyangugu admitted 
to him thrt the French jwere routibely reprovisioning former 
government ijoldiers, providing tbem w Lth fold and fuel for tbair 
trucke.
